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A source of California debt and investment information

The special election held November 8, 2005 gave California voters the chance to exercise their civic duty, as well as allow 27 California
counties to put 39 bond issuance measures on the ballot.1  Of those measures, Californians approved 28 of the 39 local bond issuance
measures (71.8 percent), totaling nearly $6.0 billion in proposed debt issuance authority [three of these measures were approved by
voters in multiple counties (see Figure 2 on page 3)].

1 Seven individual bond issuance measures appeared on more than one county’s ballot.  For the purpose of this article, however, each of those measures were counted
as one measure even though they appeared on ballots in multiple counties.

Local school districts and community college
districts composed 35 of the 39 bond issuance mea-
sures (89.7 percent), totaling $5.9 billion; 28 of
the 35 measures were approved (80.0 percent), to-
taling $5.8 billion.  Of these, Los Angeles Unified
School District (LAUSD) received approval for the
largest bond issuance (approximately $4.0 billion).

Los Angeles County topped the list of coun-
ties with four bond issuance measures approved
totaling $4.1 billion.  The majority of this amount
represents a single LAUSD bond measure.  There
were five other counties that exceeded $100 mil-
lion in proposed debt issuance authority for school
districts: San Mateo ($543 million), Contra Costa
($400 million), Orange ($282 million), San Fran-
cisco ($246.3 million), San Joaquin ($120 million).
All five of these measures were approved.  In addi-
tion, San Mateo County and the City and County
of San Francisco had two of the largest community
college district bond issuance measures approved,
$468 million and $246.3 million, respectively.

Of the four non-education related bond issu-
ance measures proposed, none were approved. The
largest of the four measures that failed passage was
a San Francisco City and County bond issuance
measure ($208 million) that would have financed
street reconstruction, pavement renovation, and dis-
abled access curb ramp construction.

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The Bond Market Association Introduces New Indexes for
Auction Rate Securities
The Bond Market Association (TBMA) launched eight new in-
dices, covering different types of Auction Rate Securities (ARS).
ARS are floating rate securities whose interest rates are periodi-
cally set through an auction. TBMA’s new indices are designed
to establish objective measures of clearing rates in those auc-
tions.

Interest rates are set on ARS through a procedure in which inves-
tors indicate their interest in continuing to hold, purchase, or sell
securities at specified rates to broker-dealers who in turn submit
the bids to an auction agent. The agent then determines the low-
est rate that will result in the sale of all securities being auc-
tioned. This rate is known as the “clearing rate.”

“Creating these indices increases transparency in the marketplace
and gives issuers and investors clear benchmarks of prevailing
interest rates,” said Lynnette Kelly Hotchkiss, senior vice presi-
dent and associate general counsel of TBMA. “Both issuers and
investors can have greater confidence in their decision making
as a result of these indices.”

To cover different types of securities auctioned in this manner,
TBMA will be launching the following eight indices:

Tax-Exempt –Bond Market Association (BMA) Auction Rate 7-
Day Index, BMA Auction Rate One Month Index, BMA Auction
Rate 7-Day Specialty State Index (for issuers domiciled in New
York, California, New Jersey and Massachusetts), BMA Auc-
tion Rate Preferred 7-Day Index, BMA Auction Rate Preferred
One Month Index, BMA Auction Rate Preferred 7-Day Specialty
State Index (for issuers domiciled in New York, California, New
Jersey and Massachusetts).

Taxable - BMA Auction Rate One Month Taxable Index, and
BMA Auction Rate Preferred 7-Day Taxable Index.

ARS have become increasingly popular because they can reduce
long term funding costs for issuers while, at the same time, offer-
ing attractive short-term rates to investors. According to the five
major auction agents, there are currently $265 billion worth of
ARS outstanding. Of that amount, 40 percent is municipal debt,
30 percent finances student loans, while 23 percent involves
closed-end fund preferred securities.  Eighty-eight percent of the
total outstanding securities are rated AAA/Aaa.

Municipal Securities Rule Making Board (MSRB) seeks
Comments on Rule G-23 from Interested Parties.
The Municipal Securities Rule Making Board (MSRB) is seek-
ing comment from all interested persons on Rule G-23, which
was originally adopted in order to regulate potential conflicts of
interest that arise when a financial advisor underwrites their cli-
ents’ bond issues.

The National Association of Independent Public Finance Advi-
sors (NAIPFA) wants to change Rule G-23 to prohibit under-
writers from serving as both underwriter and financial advisor
on the same transaction.  As presently written, Rule G-23 per-
mits an underwriter to serve as a financial advisor for the same
transaction as long as the underwriter discloses the potential con-
flict of interest to the issuer and obtains the issuer’s consent to
switch roles.

On October 28, 2005, NAIPFA submitted a letter to the MSRB
requesting changes to Rule G-23.  In the letter, NAIPFA points
out that while underwriters may be in technical compliance with
the rule, it is being misused and does not prevent conflicts of
interest.

The MSRB welcomes comments from all interested parties; in
particular, the MSRB would like to receive comments from issu-
ers on this topic.  Seven categories of discussion are outlined on
the MSRB website at www.msrb.org.

Goldman Sachs Debuts New ‘X-Tender’ Bonds
Goldman, Sachs & Co. has introduced a new variable-rate secu-
rity to the market dubbed “X-Tenders”, which are intended to
help issuers save money while diversifying their debt portfolio.

The debt instrument, as currently issued, has a 10-year to 30-
year nominal maturity and is subject to mandatory tender at the
purchase price of 100 percent of the principal amount. The struc-
ture includes a mandatory tender to make the bonds eligible for

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purchase by money market funds, which require put features or
maturities of 397 days or less.

An initial mandatory tender will occur about 13 months after
issuance. Bondholders can elect to extend by retaining bonds
12 months before the mandatory tender date. If investors retain
the bonds at that time, the mandatory tender date and corre-
sponding retention date will be extended one more month. This
process is repeated on a monthly basis as long as bondholders
retain the debt.  If a bondholder tenders the debt, the issuer will
pay the investor on the mandatory tender date.   The issuer has a
12-month period during which it can exercise various options to
generate funds to pay the purchase price, thus eliminating the
need for a liquidity facility.

SELECTED REPORTING REQUIREMENTS 

 
Under existing law (California Government Code Section 8855(k)), "The issuer of any proposed new debt issue of State or local government (or public benefit corporation incorporated for the purpose 
of acquiring student loans) shall, not later than 30 days prior to the sale of any debt issue at public or private sale, give written notice of the proposed sale to the Commission, by mail, postage prepaid." 
 
Under California Government Code Section 8855(l), "The issuer of any new debt issue of State or local government (or public benefit corporation for the purpose of acquiring student loans) shall, not 
later than 45 days after the signing of the bond purchase contract in a negotiated or private financing, or after the acceptance of a bid in a competitive offering, submit a report of final sale to the 
commission by mail, postage prepaid, or by any other method approved by the commission. A copy of the official statement for the issue shall accompany the report of final sale. The Commission may 
require information to be submitted in the report of final sale that is considered appropriate."
